Doubtless Mr. Borah was too busy 
in the campaign of 1928 defending his 
favorite part of the Constitution to 
notice that freedom of religion and 
the loyalty of many millions of Ameri- 
eans were foully attacked. In the 
Senate he has long been exposed to 
the methodical grotesquerie of the 
senior Senator of Alabama, doubtful 
or despairing of re-election in 1930, 
but still convinced that the mayjority 
of his constituents are throwbacks to 
the seventeenth century. This well- 
paid colporteur of domestic malice is 
always retailing yarns about plots and 
conspiracies.
